Specs! ICAGO—The jury found Terminiello guilty and fined 
him $100 late Wednesday night, after six hours and forty 
minutes deliberation. His attorney, Maximillian St. George 
filed a motion for new trial, which will be heard April 8. 

St. George announced that should the motion be denied, he 
will appear directly to the United States Supreme Court, on 
the grounds that a constitutional principle—that of free speech 
—is involved. 

Charges against Smith and Kitser will not be heard until 
St. George s motion for a new trial is disposed of. :

CHICAGO—Trial of the Reverend Arthur W. Terminiello, ‘“Fath- 
er Coughlin of the South,” first of three men to be tried in connec- 
tion with disorders attending a Gerald L. K. Smith meeting Feb. 7, 
was nearing its close this week in Municipal Court here. 

Final arguments for and against Terminiello who is charged 
with inciting to riot and disorderly conduct, were being presented 
Wednesday, with the expectation that the case would go to the 
jury late in the day. 

It was expected*that on conclusion of the case, being heard 
by Judge John V. McCormick, a new jury would be chosen to hear 
charges against Smith himself and the third defendant, Fred Kister, 
executive director of the Christian Veterans of America. The like- 
lihood was that Kister would go on trial next. He also is charged 
with inciting to riot and disorderly conduct, while Smith is charged 
only with disorderly conduct 


Inflammatory Speeches Blamed For Riot at Meeting 

Smith, Kister and Terminiello, a suspended Catholic priest from 
Mobile, Ala., were arrested on warrants obtained by Ira Latimer, 
executive secretary of the Chicago Civil Liberties Committee. It 
was his contention that a near-riot which attended the Feb. 7 meet- 
ing, as protesting pickets clashed with police and Smith followers, 
was caused by inflammatory speeches delivered in the meeting. 

The week-long trial itself several times verged on disorder, as 
witnesses described and Terminiello admitted violent anti-Jewish 
passages from his speech at the Feb. 7 meeting. 

Increasing the tension in the courtroom at frequent intervals, 
were stirrings among spectators as passages from the speech were 
quoted ;and repeated incidents in which the defendant, his associates 
and counsel were cautioned or rebuked by the court for their con- 
duct. 


Terminiello Apologizes to Court, Preventing Contempt Citation 

At one point in the trial, Terminiello, was held in contempt, 
but the citation was vacated when he apologized; while Smith and 
Don Lohbeck, of Detroit, another Smith follower, were to have 
final hearing Wednesday on contempt findings entered against them 
early in the trial. 

On Tuesday, the last day on which testimony was taken, Judge 
McCormick recessed the trial for an hour, after rebuking Termini- 
ello for his attitude. 

“My patience is being tried severely, and I’m not going to tolerate 
this attitude,’ Judge McCormick said, as he called for the recess. 
His action cut short a wrangle between Terminiello and Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel A. A. Pantelis, prosecuting the case for 
the city. While cross-examining the defendant on the meaning of 
@ertain passages in his speech, Pantelis had asked: 
“Did you think the mob outside the hall wanted visited upon 
'the people of the United States rape, murder and slavery?” 

Pantelis’ question was asked after he had read the following 

passage from Terminiello’s speech: 


Terminiello Finally Replies, Affirming Own Speech 

“Millions of persons at the close of the war are being murdered 
by the Russians and are being raped, murdered and sent into slav- 
@y, that is what they want for you—that howling mob out there.” 

Terminiello refused to answer, and Prosecutor Pantelis demand- 
éd a “yes or no” reply, commenting “I don’t want to hear any 
Speeches.” 

“The mob wants murder,” Terminiello retorted. 

As he spoke, Defense Attorney Maximillian St. George leaped 
to his feet exclaiming, “Object to counsel arguing with the witness.” 

Observing that “This witness seems to think he can say any- 
thing he wants to,” Judge McCormick ordered him to answer the 
Question. 

“Getting back to the question,” Pantelis persisted, “did you 
@ did you not think that the mob wanted rape, murder and slavery?”

FRANFURT—The Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee and the He- 
brew Sheltering and Immigrant 
Aid Society already have on file 
in this area more applications for 
United States visas than can pos- 
sibly be granted under the 3,900 
monthly quota available for all 
Germany. 

The two relief organizations 
have informed the American coun- 
cil here that they expect to sub- 
mit 1,700 applications. Nobody 
expects that anywhere near that 
number will be granted visas. 

Since the consulates have just 
begun to function, most of 
March’s 3,900 visas will be wasted. 
Only a few persons from Munich 
and Stuttgart received clearance 
in time to come under the March 
quota.

the Carpatho-Ukraine can choose 
either Soviet or Czechoslovak 
citizenship, it was reported here. 


BUCHAREST — For the first 
time since the introduction of 
anti-Jewish laws in Rumania, 
Jews will be called up for mili- 
tary service in the armed forces 
on May 1, the local press reports. 

There is some dissatisfaction, 
however, that Jews who served 
in forced labor battalions during 
the Antonescu regime, and those 
who were confined in concentra- 
tion camps, are not being ex- 
empted from service, if they are 
able-bodied.

One witness, Mrs. Lucille Lipman, wife of Attorney David I. 
Lipman, said Terminiello opened the meeting with the assertion 
that “No words are vile or low enough to describe my contempt 
for the atheistic and Zionistic Jews picketing outside the hall,” and 
that “our democracy is not a democracy, but a mob-ocracy, ruled 
by Communistic Jews.” 

At this point in the speech, Mrs. Lipman testified, a woman 
heside her in the audience exclaimed: 

“The Jews are killers and murderers.” 

Mrs. Lipman also told how Terminiello in his speech quoted 
a “non-Christian doctor’ with the occupation forces in Germany, 
whom he quoted as saying that Jews had cut off the hands and 
feet of Germans, so they could not fight in the next war. 


Witness So Indignant He Left Hall 

Latimer, another witness for the city, said the suspended 
priest’s speech so incensed him that he left the hall. 

Excerpts from Terminiello’s speech, read in court from a sten- 
orgapher’s transcript, included such references as these: 

“We must condemn all Jews and Communists. We will not 
tolerate the mob out there. . .. We are going to dare them to smear 
us. ... We will not tolerate Communism, as expressed by Frank 
Sinatra and others.” 

Evidently pleased with the reading of his speech, Terminiello, 
who listened attentively, frequently burst into laughter, as if the 
passages seemed humorous to him. 

Several witnesses for Terminiello testified that the meeting 
was orderly, but that bricks, stones and lumps of coal were thrown 
through windows of the hall by those outside. 


British Capture 
30 Jews After 
Rail Line Attack

JERUSALEM — Thirty armed 
Jews including one woman, who 
it was believed participated in 
the attack on the Palestine rail 
network, have been captured. The 
thirty were spotted by an RAF 
reconnaisance plane in the vicin- 
ity of Ashbod which was the 
scene of one of the attacks. In 
an exchange of gunfire with 
troops prior to their capture, two 
of the Jews were wounded seri- 
ously and ten slightly. 

The body of an _ unidentified 
Jew was found buried near the 
Arab village of Shukriery. The 
body had recent bullet wounds. 

During the attacks one Arab 
policeman was reported killed 
and several injured and a Brit- 
ish officer and two soldiers wound- 
ed. 

Heavily guarded repair crews 
were at work attempting to re- 
store service with Egypt and 
Lebanon. 





Palestine Immigration 
Only Hope Says Refkind

NEW YORK—Without Pales- 


tine, there is no sotution to the 
problem of the displaced Jews in 
Europe, Judge Simon H. Rifkind, 
former Civilian Adviser to the 
Commanding General of the 
United States Forces in the Euro- 
pean Theatre, declared here in 
his first public address since his 
return to the U. S. He spoke at a 
reception given in his honor by 
the Interim Committee of the 
American Jewish Conference at 
the Hotel Biltmore. 

Calling for the immediate evac- 
uation of DP centers in Germany, 
Judge Rifkind said that mass mi- 
gration of European Jews to Pal- 
estine was the only answer that 
humanity could give to the Jew- 
ish people. 

“Should the Anglo-American 
Committee fail to respond to their 
human cry the results will be ca- 
tastrophic. At this moment,” 
Judge Rifkind asserted, “the 
Jews in Germany and Austria 
have one prayer on their lips. 
Like Moses of old they address 
the modern Pharaohs with the 
plea, “Let my people go’. I can- 
not believe that the modern world 
has so far compromised its con- 
science that it can deny that plea.” 

Addressing himself to the Jewe 
ish leaders who filled every avail- 
able seat in the main ballroom 
of the Hotel Biltmore, Judge Rif- 
kind concluded: “We dare not be 
idle spectators of the grim drama 
being enacted by the survivors 
of our people. I care not whether 
you be Zionist, non-Zionist or 
anti-Zionist. It matters not, at 
this critical moment, whether you 
be orthodox, reform or conservas 
tive. On one issue there must be 
unity in our ranks. The disin- 
herited Jews of Europe must be 
saved. They have made the de- 
cision as they have the right to 
make it, that salvation for them 
means Palestine. Ours must be 
the humble task with united 
hands to convert that decision into 
reality.” 





Filderman Refused Exit Visa 
BUCHAREST — Dr. William 
Filderman, who had asked per- 
mission to go to Palestine to pre- 
sent the case of Rumanian Jews 
to the Anglo-American Commit- 
tee of Inquiry on Palestine, was 
refused an exit visa, although 
the British mission here inter 
vened, he disclosed this week.

Eisendrath Raps 
Finkelstein Statement

NEW YORK—A recent report 


that wholesale conversions are 
taking place in the ranks of Amer- 
ican Jewry was termed tonight 
“a shoddy piece of sensational- 
ism” in an address delivered by 
Dr. Maurice N. Eisendrath, direc- 
tor of the Union of American He- 
brew Congregations, at a dinner 
at the Hotel Pierre, attended by 
200 Jewish leaders. The dinner 
was a tribute to Col. Frederick 
F. Greenman for his work in con- 
nection with the combined cam- 
paign of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations and the 
Hebrew Union College. It marked 
the launching of a $750,000 drive 
in New York as part of the na- 
tional campaign. 

Although he did not mention 
him by name, it was generally 
assumed that Dr. Eisendrath was 
referring to a statement recently 
made by Dr .Louis Finkelstein, 
president of the Jewish Theolog- 
ical Seminary of America. The 
UAHC director declared _ that 
those who prophesy the doom 
of American Jewry are “alarm- 
ists and defeatists.” He added 
that the charges of wholesale con- 
version are “an irresponsible cal- 
umny, a gross libel and a slur 
upon millions of loyal and faith- 
ful Jews of America,” and “a glar- 
ing insult to an American Jewry 
which at the present moment is 
digging, perhaps more deeply 
than any people on earth, than 
any folk at any time, into its own 
pocketbooks and with unstinted 
generosity, is seeking to succor 
its fellow Jews overseas.” 





200 Raid YM-YWHA 
In Buenos Aires

BUENOS AIRES — More than 
200 members of the Alianza Lib- 
ertadora Nacionalista, national- 
ist and anti-Semitic Peronist or- 
ganization, attempted early Sun- 
day morning to break into the 
building here of the Young Men’s 
and Young Women’s Hebrew As- 
sociation. 

The raid was unsuccessful be- 
cause the building was specially 
fortified after it was attacked 
by a group of armed police last 
November. The raiders painted 
anti-Jewish slogans on the walls 
and smashed several windows. 
They were finally dispersed by 
police, but no arrests were made. 


The attack followed a wild 
tour of the city by the fascist 
hoodlums, during which they 
demonstrated before the head- 
quarters of Socialist and Com- 
munist groups and attacked 
cafes in the wealthy quarter of 
the city.

are therefore a part of the American Reform Movement,” Rabbi g 
George Fox, of Chicago, in an attack on Reconstructionism urged that 
Reform “not stray too far from the path blazed by our founder,” at 
Founder’s Day exercises here marking the 70th anniversary of the 
establishment of the Hebrew Union College by Rabbi Isaac Mayer 
Wise. 

Terming the Reconstructionist movement an outgrowth of dig. 
satisfaction with Conservative Judaism, Dr. Fox attacked Recon. 
structionism as “an abortion of Jewish thought.” 

Says Remedy Worse Than Disease 

Dr. Fox attributed Reconstructionism to the “chaos in our re 
ligious life (which) brings on a counsel of despair that forces yg 
to seek some avenue of escape from the wretched confusion that hag 
cvertaken us.” He said, however, that “the remedy they are pro. 
posing is as bad as the disease they are attempting to cure.” 

“This type of Judaism presents no new critique of the religious 
complexity of modern life,” Dr. Fox said. “It rehearses, in different 
words but with similar intents, the self-same discussions of the early 
German and American Reformers; it enumerates similar objections 
to the liturgy, has the same fears for the future of Israel, utterg 
the same criticism of worn out customs, observances and ideologies, 
bemoans the same lack of faith and the same attitude toward Js. 
rael’s indifference to its religion. 

“When the theory is propounded that we ‘should continue as q 
people dedicated to the purpose of testifying to the reality of Gog 
and of serving Him; but we must acknowledge that the other peo. 
ples can and should be dedicated to the same purpose,’ we say that 
the Reconstructionists destroy the very reason for the existence of 
Israel. I do not agree with every shade of sentiment expressed by 
the phrases, ‘Thou hast chosen us’ or ‘Thy people,’ or ‘His people’ 
But if Israel has not been chosen to teach the rest of the world the 
knowledge of God, then Israel may disappear as have other peoples, 

“They (the Reconstructionists) ought to admit gladly the con. 
tribution and the influence of Isaac M. Wise in this country— 
and the influence of Reform in other parts of the world,” Dr 
Fox declared. “They have a right to say that they differ with 
Wise’s Reform in the emphasis they wish to lay upon the cep. 
trality of Palestine, the theory of the chosen people and the other 
differences they may have. But essentially, they are in the tradition 
of Reform or Liberal Judaism and by the philosophy and practice, 
they are Reform Jews. ... I invite them to accept their place in 
the tapestry of Reform upon which Wise has stamped his genius 
indelibly—though they do not agree entirely with him.” . 

“I know that there has been a change in the Reform Judaism 
of Isaac Mayer Wise. I myself have been one of. those who have 
helped to direct it into more traditionally-framed chanels. 

“But in larger outline, and until consistent spiritual values which 
it may lack, are created and introduced, I beg of you, the coming 
Reform rabbis of America, not to be lured into philosophies and 
ideologies born of the sorrows that an unrighteous world forces 
upon us and upon all mankind. I realize that Reform is not static— 
that it is subject to its own law of change. But I believe that the 
change must not come with every new set of new circumstances 
which emerge from life. Not everything that is new is good; before 
you join the Reconstructionist or any other movement, be sure that 
the old form and substance have fulfilled their purpose and the 
new is worthy of taking their place. 


I am one of those who believe that the present crushing days 
will give way to better times, and with them will come the discard: 
ing of some of those notions, which at the present time are claim: 
ing some of our outstanding men for this new movement. I give 
utmost praise to the new movement for its zeal, for its concern 
about the future of our faith, and for the sincerity of its protagon- 
ists. I differ with their remedy. American Reform Judaism must 
still cling in great measure to the principles of the early Reformers, 
to Isaac M. Wise and his American colleagues. 

Protests Against Jewish Nationalism 


“If our destiny is simply to establish, out of the remnant of our 
people, another nation in Palestine, I for one, am ready to protest 
against this philosophy until my dying day. And I would proclaim 
to all who would hear me, that to add another to the already dis- 
satisfied, unhappy, trouble-laden, jealous, fighting, uncertain nations 
of the world, is a task which to me seems altogether out of propor: 
tion to the important role that Israel has played in the world with 
its contributions, its sufferings, its aspirations and its martyrdoms. 


“These men who form the Reconstructionist movement are hon- 
est seekers of a way out of the dilemma which has engulfed present- 
day Jewish life. But the remedy they are proposing is as bad as the 
disease they are attempting to cure. They are widening the incon 
sistencies of modern life and are adding confusion to that which 
already exists. They are taking out of Jewish thought some of the 
very things that have preserved Judaism, and are substituting 4 
secular ideology which they say is central to their philosophy that 
will weaken the already weakened loyalty to the essentials of our 


spiritual life.”

‘German Police Barred 
From DP Camps After 
Jew Killed, 4Wounded 


GART—Liie at the Stuttgart camp for displaced Jews, 
where one Jew was killed and four wounded during an alleged black- 
market raid by German police, has returned to normal following 
the issuance of an order by Lt. Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, European 
Theater commander, forbidding German police from entering Jewish 
DP camps under any circumstances. 

The displaced Jews, UNRRA officials, voluntary relief workers, 
and even local American military officials hailed the McNarney or- 
der, and pointed out that it would relieve the major sore spot— use 
of German police against Jews. In conversation with a Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency correspondent, one American officer attached to the 
occupation forces summed up the situation as follows: “If the mili- 
tary government hadn’t granted permission to the damned Germans 
to enter the camp, there would have been no trouble, and nobody 
dead at the Stuttgart Jewish DP camp.” 

An investigation was launched by local American.military of- 
ficials into the conduct of the raid. Although it is reported that car- 
bines carried by the German police are being examined by ballistics 
experts in an effort to find out who had killed Samuel Danziger, a 
Polish-Jewish veteran of Oswiecim, no official statement from the 
inquiry board is expected until after it reports to American Army 
headquarters at Frankfurt. It is considered likely that the inquiry 
will result in arrests among the German police. 

Police Commissioner Thinks Raid Should Have Gone On 

The Stuttgart police commissioner, Dr. Karl Weber, defended 
the actions of the local German civilian police and expressed the 
opinion that his department had suffered a “loss of prestige, 
cause it had not been permitted to complete the raid begun at 6 a.m. 
He told newsmen here that he wished the military govern- 
ment would permit his police to return to the camp and take up 
where they were forced to stop, following the fatal shooting. He 
also deplored the blow to his prestige resulting from the funeral 
cortege of twenty-five truckloads of displaced Jews, which made its 
way through the city to the Bad Constatt cemetery Friday afternoon.

NEW YORK—Judge Simon H. 


Rifkind, who until recently was 
advisor on Jewish affairs to the 
United States command in Ger- 
many, said this week that “as 
long as German police are used 
in centers for Jewish displaced 
persons, there will be violence.”

The sen- 
tence was pronounced by Captain 
Alan Fraser, AMG legal officer, 
who handled the case from be- 
ginning and acted as investigator, 
prosecutor and finally judge.

Shertok disputed charges that the Jews had not attempted to seek a reconcilia- 
tion with the Arabs,’and traced the long list of attempts at Arab-Jewish cooperation, 
beginning with Dr. Weizmann’s agreement with Emir Feisal in 1918, down to his 
own meetings with Arab leaders here and in neighboring countries. 

He said that “at times it seemed some elements of agreement were in sight, 
but Arab leaders, who are inclined to discuss compromise privately, are not inclined 


Silver Warns Jews Will Resist ‘Unfavorable’ Decision

NEW YORK—A warning that should the Anglo-American Committee of 


Inquiry on Palestine, which is now in Switzerland writing its report, submit 
an “unfavorable solution” it would be resisted grimly by Jews, inside and outside 
of Palestine, was given tonight by Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, president of the Zion- 
ist Organization of America, at the 38th annual B’nai Zion Order Day Dinner 
held at the Commodore Hotel. More than 2,000 persons attended. 

“The Jews will resist any substitute solutions that may be offered,” said 
Dr. Silver, “they may be destroyed, but they will not be conquered.” He criti- 
cized President Truman for “yielding” in consenting to the appointment of a 
Palestine Commission and called upon American Jews and “their Christian 
sympathizers,” who he said, it had been revealed by polls, represent “the over- 
wheiming majority of the American people,” to demand that the President and 
the State Department “by their actions, reflect the will of the American people, 
as it has been twice expressed by the Congress of the United States and by 
nearly all the State legislatures of our country.” 


to state this view publicly.” He also charged that the attitude of the British admin- 
istration contributed to the failure to reach an accord, because the Government was 
sensitive to Arab criticism, and apologetic for anything they did for the Jews. ‘‘The 
Arabs,” he said, “are treated as true sons of the country, while the Jews are treated 
like step-children.” 

Ben Gurion Denies Agency Control Hagana 

Testifying at an earlier session, David Ben Gurion, chairman of the Jewish 
Agency executive, appearing for the second time before the committee, stressed 
that the Hagana is not under the control of the Jewish Agency, and the Agency is 
not engaged in any illegal or secret activity. 

At the same time, a 5,000-word memorandum signed simply “Head Command, 
Jewish Resistance Movement,” was presented to the committee. It warned that 
virtually every Jew in Palestine is a member of the resistance movement, and that 
all of them must be crushed in order to curb the Hagana, ' 

Ben Gurion was asked by British Co-Chairman Sir John Singleton whether 
there is “a body known as the Hagana.” He replied that Hagana meant defense and 
that the Agency has nothing to do with secret organizations. “Who is the head of 
the Hagana?” Singleton demanded. 

“T don’t know,” replied Ben Gurion, “I am here representing the Jewish Agency. 
If you ask for someone to appear, I am sure that they will appear.” To a question by 
Singleton as to whether he was powerless to halt terrorist outrages, Ben Gurion 
answered: “I have tried. I have tried many times. But if I try now, they laugh at 
me. There are outrages committed against us. There is the record of how we have 
tried to stop our youth, but it is futile now.” 

The British chairman interrupted: “I ask. you again. I beg you to raise your 
voice in the interest of peace.” Ben Gurion retorted: “I appreciate your words and 
I ask you to reciprocrate. You have a mightier voice than I.” 


Hagana Report Found on Committee’s Desk 

The resistance movement’s memorandum was found on the desk of the com- 
mittee secretariat with a letter explaining why there were no signatures attached 
and declaring that to prove its authenticity the “Voice of Israel,” underground trans- 
mitter of the Hagana, would broadcast a reference to the statement. The memoran- 
eum asserts the importance of the establishment of a Jewish state and describes 


the contributions of the Hagana—fighting for Britain during the war, establishing 
an unofficial home guard in Palestine, and volunteering for special intelligence and 
commando work for the British. 

“Our path is not the path of terror,” the statement declared. “If there is terror. 
ism it is practiced by the authorities. If, against unseaworthy craft carrying a few 
hundred refugees, the British Government sends reconnaissance planes, destroyers, 
operates radar stations, builds special police posts, uses airborne troops, that is 
terrorism—when we attack these things, we do nothing more than defend ourselves 
from Government terror.” 

The resistance movement is not anti-British, the memorandum adds. “We have 
devoted ourselves to a struggle against an hostile policy, pursued against us by 
Great Britain, but we have no interest whatsoever in weakening the British position 
in the Middle East or Palestine. We have no connection with any undermining ac. 
tivity, as goes on against Britain elsewhere. The sole conflict between us is created 
by the British Government’s repudiation of the Mandate. 

“Our struggle has just begun,” it warned, adding “thus far we have confined 
ourselves to defense against hostile assaults and a few warning actions. We have 
resolved not to interfere with the work of the inquiry committee, although we 
know in whose hands lies the actual decision, and how the decision will be reached, 


Warns Resistance Will Spread If Report Unfavorable 

“If the solution is anti-Zionist,” the warning continued, “our resistance will con- 
tinue to spread and increase. We will not acquiesce to the carrying out of a solu. 
tion which consigns the last hope of the Jewish people to the grave. Our resistance 
is liable to result in the creation of a new problem—a problem of British scurrity 
in Palestine—and this problem will be resolved only by a Zionist solution.” 

The memorandum further pointed out that ‘we are not threatening, we only 
want you to know our intentions. In order to destroy the resistance movement, or 
even the Hagana, it will be necessary to destroy the whole Jewish community in 
Palestine and uproot the eternal love of Zion from the hearts of Jews throughout 
the world.” 


Asserting that it has sufficient trained men and equipment for a long and diffi- 
cult struggle, the resistance movement declares that it does not intend to throw 
all its forces into one decisive battle with the British Empire forces. “Our strength,” 
the document says, “‘lies in the fact that every Jew in Palestine is on our side, and 
that 12,000,000 Jews stand behind us. For every thousand killed or imprisoned, 
other thousands will step forth to take their places. Even those who do not bear 
arms can fight with the weapons of passive resistance and civil disobedience. We 
are not merely a secret society—we are the fighting Jewish nation.” 

Compromise solutions or postponement of the solution were rejected by the 
resistance movement, which asserted that the Jews themselves will enforce a Zion- 
ist solution, and that not a single American or British soldier will be needed for the 
task. The document also dismissed fears of a pro-Soviet orientation of the Arab 
states as a result of a Zionist solution, maintaining that such a threat by the Arabs 
would be “empty” since Soviet influence over the Arabs would be a death warrant 
for the present Arab ruling class. 


Arabs Reject Three Alternatives 

Completing the Arab case before the committee, Albert Hourani and Achmed 
Shukeri, both of the Arab Office in Jerusalem, admitted that the establishment of 
an Arab state in Palestine would involve “great risks,” but expressed uncompro- 
mising opposition to any other solution. 

No solution of the Palestine question—including a refusal to solve it—was 
possible without the use of force, Hourani asserted. In response to a question from 
American member Bartley Crum, he said that an Arab state could be maintained 
with the aid of the Arab League, despite Jewish Agency or Hagana opposition. 

Reviewing three possible solutions—partition, creation of a bi-national state, 
and immediate entry of 100,000 Jews with the future of Palestine left unsettled— 
Hourani rejected all of them. The Arabs, he insisted, were opposed to partition 
because they did not want to see any Jewish state established, no matter how small. 
They also reject bi-nationalism, because a “spirit of cooperation” was lacking. They 
are against admission of 100,000 Jews, as long as they are denied control of im- 
migration, Hourani concluded, denying that Britain and the U. S. have any right 
to impose their  sotation upon vat Arabs.

T WAS at the George Washington Hotel, New York, on Tuesday, 
March 25—or was it on Monday, the 26? At our table sat, among 
others, Jacob Fishman, Jean Jaffe, her ‘niece, Leah and Leah’s hus- 
band, Hayim (or is it Chaim or Khayim?) Pekeris, an up-and-coming 
mathematician, who kept quiet most of the time, and Itzy (to his 
wife) Cooperman and Mrs. Cooperman (who calls him Itzy) and 
Oscar Leonard and I (neither of whom kept quiet most of the time). 
Presently Fishman asked me whether I read Louis Finkelstein’s 
letter to the editor in Hadoar (I am sure Benjamin Schultz will 
cover it in his Yiddish Press review, so I need not bother). Then a 
discussion ensued on whether Finkelstein was right or wrong about 
the river of conversions to Christianity among the Jews of America. 
When suddenly Hayim (or Chaim? or Khayim?) remarked: “Louis 
Finkelstein wants fifteen million dollars for re-conversion.” 

I thought at the time it was the best wisecrack of the week. 
When I tried it out on a press conference at the JDC and saw the 
reception I thought it was even better. Then I read an editorial in 
the Christian Century (March 13) saying, “To be sure, this warning 
came in the course of a meeting to launch a campaign for fifteen 
million dollars. .. .” When I read that, I decided that Chaim Pekeris 
was a genius, not only in mathematics, as his proud aunt says, but 
in understanding the human motives behind the public utterances 
of public men.

NOW, WHAT WERE WE ALL DOING at the George Washing- 
ton Hotel? Being in the newspaper business, we were having a free 
meal. This time at the expense of the American Friends of the He- 
brew Technion, bidding goodbye to some twenty young men (I think 
that was the number— they occupied two tables), who were leaving 
for Palestine under the GI Bill of Rights, to study at the Haifa In- 
stitute of Technology. 

The Technion, or Institute of Technology, the only engineering 
school in the Middle East, has written an interesting chapter in the 
history of Jewish Palestine. In 1912, when it was about to be com- 
pleted, it was the center of a fight. At that time, German Jewish 
assimilationists, who had contributed funds to it, insisted on using 
the German language as the medium of instruction in all technical 
subjects. Teachers and pupils all over Palestine, who insisted on 
Hebrew, staged strikes. Shmarya Levin came to America to collect 
funds for the Technion to make up for the withdrawal of subsidies 
by the German assimilationists. Then the war broke out and the 
Germans were in control. Then the war ended and the Zionists 
were in control. 


a * * 


A FEW YEARS AGO, a group of Jews in this country who are 
interested in technology more than they are interested in Zionist 
politics, but who are yet more or less sympathetic towards the Pal- 
estine project, were organized into the American Society for the 
Palestine Institute of Technology. The main organizer is Judah 
Wattenberg, who spent some years in Palestine. The society has 
rallied to its banner leading civil engineers in this country, many of 
whom would not have been attracted to the ordinary type of Zionist 
work. As a by-product of the Society’s work came the discovery of 
the number of Jews in the technological field in America—much 
greater than ordinarily suspected—and a study of the part the 
Jews played in the technical development of America. 

The society’s recent project is the Kisch Memorial Laboratory, 
in memory of the late Brigadier General Frederick H. Kisch, Chief 
Engineer of the British Eighth Army, commanded by Montgomery, 
who died in action. Kisch, at one time, political secretary of the 
Jewish Agency, was active in the Haifa Technion during his life. I 
understand from the addresses delivered during the dinner, that 
$300,000 out of the projected half million has already been collected. 


* * * 


AND NOW, that we have provided Jewish Palestine with a good 
technical school and good sturdy engineers (a fine-looking bunch of 
boys they were at that dinner, God bless them!), we shall have to 
See about teaching them how to box. They are likely to need it 
these days. Benny Leonard can do it. 

Benny Leonard, who retired from the ring in 1925 as the un- 
defeated lightweight champion of the world, has taught close to 
500,000 boys in the two world wars how to box. In the last war, 
Benny, stationed in Sheephead’s Bay, Brooklyn, taught 10,000 at a 
time. He did it for the U. S. Navy. Boxing, Benny explained to me, 
helps one how to keep one’s head, take a sock in the nose, keep one’s 
head up, and is helpful in bayonet fighting. 

At present, Benny Leonard (no relation of Oscar Leonard’s, as 
far as I can tell) is busy with the Sports on Parade, First Annual 
Jewish Sports Festival, to be held on April 27 in the Armory, 34th 
Street and Park avenue, New York. Benny Leonard is the Festival 
Chairman. He was in the office and I interviewed him. He told me 
that his interest in the festival was due to a) his interest in Zionism, 
b) the influence his friend Joe (Joseph Greenstein) has over him. 
The late Nathan Strauss got Benny Leonard interested in Zionism.

Since Benny Leonard retired from the ring, he has been in 
vaudeville, in the dress business and in the army.

But he thinks the 
Jews in Europe and in Palestine have been concentrating too much 
on soccer to the neglect of boxing which is great for co-ordinating 
mind and muscle.

Nathan Report 
On Palestine Published

WASHINGTON—A detailed 


ten-year plan for the develop- 
ment of Palestine, covering im- 
migration, agriculture, manufac- 
turing, transportation, and other 
fields of economy was issued here 
this week by the American Coun- 
cil on Public Affairs on the basis 
of a study conducted by several 
American economists headed by 
Robert R. Nathan, former Dep- 
uty Director of the Office of War 
Mobilization and Reconversion. 

Entitled, “Palestine: Problem 
and Promise,” the volume, which 
was prepared after exhaustive 
research in Palestine, Europe 
and the United States, empha- 
sizes the strategic importance of 
Palestine from the point of view 
of the Western democracies and 
points out that strife between 
Jews and Arabs there can be 
minimized through intensive de- 
velopment of the economic po- 
tentialities of the country. The 
investigation was undertaken un- 
der the auspices of the American 
Palestine Institute, a non-par- 
tisan organization composed of 
persons of widely varying views 
on Zionism. 

It is estimated by the study 
that between 615,000 and 1,125,- 
000 Jewish immigrants “could be 
absorbed into self-sustaining ec- 
onomic activities during the next 
decade” in Palestine. In backing 
up these figures, it asserts that 
intensified economic progress in 
the next ten years will mean 
that “the more Jews there are in 
Palestine, the more room there 
will be for Arabs.” However, it 
is recommended that Jewish im- 
migration be checked if it is 
found to be causing a decline in 
the standard of living which pre- 
vailed among Palestine Arabs in 
the years 1935 to 1939. 








55th CCAR Yearbook 
Published This Week

PHILADELPHIA, Pa. — The 


fifty-fifth consecutive volume of 
the Yearbook of the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis has 
just appeared from the press of 
the Jewish Publication Society. 
The Yearbooks have appeared an- 
nually from the date of the 
founding of the Conference by its 
founder, Isaac M. Wise. 

The outstanding paper in the 
volume is a study by Dr. Salo W. 
Baron of Columbia University on 
“The Spiritual Reconstruction of 
European Jewry.” : 

The volume, which was edited 
by Rabbi Isaac E. Marcuson of 
Macon, Ga., Administrative Sec- 
retary of the Conference, shows 
that almost 550 rabbis, a consid- 
erable increase, are now mem- 
bers of the C.C.A.R.

Many Jews, he says, 
are joining the Christian Science 
movement, others: join the Unitar- 
ian Church, while some are even 
embracing Catholicism. ... A 
large percentage of Jewish youth 
not only considers intermarriage 
normal, but definitely speaks of 
Judaism as a detriment to them- 
selves and their children, he 
charges. ... The fact that one 
can see Jewish youths at some 
of the Zionist gatherings means 
very little, he points out... .In 
one city on the Pacific coast, 
about thirty per cent of all Jews 
are intermarried, he reveals. ... 
And there are many small towns 
in the United States where there 
is intermarriage in every Jew- 
ish family. .. . Growth of inter- 
marriage is also noticeable in 
New York. ... Jewish doctors, 
lawyers, and high school teach- 
ers prefer not to be known as 
Jews in many cities outside of 
New York. ...

Christian churches. . . . One priest 
publicly announced recently that 
fifty per cent of the income of 
one of his institutions comes from 
Jewish contributors. . . .

dent of a synagogue “in a large 
city not far from New York” who 
was simultaneously the president 
of the local Community Church, 
which he used to attend every 
Sunday. ... One Sunday coincid- 
ed with Rosh Hashonah, and the 
poor fellow could not decide 
whether to attend services in the 
synagogue or at the church. .., 
He finally attended the synagogue 
services. .. . And another inter. 
esting incident as reported by 
Dr. Finkelstein, is the fact that 
a leader of the United Jewish 
Appeal “in an Eastern city” 
joined the Unitarian Church and 
severed his relations with Jew- 
ish life.

HE former Seabee, Harold Hirschberg 
(now an insurance agent) calied on me 
about a matter that has been annoying my 
mind also. Mr. Hirschberg handed me a letter 
he had written and the caption he had put on 
it indicated that he was feeling deeply annoyed. 
The caption read: 
“Why a Jewish Veterans 
Organization.” I had 
been asking myself the 
same question, as, from 
time to time, I read this 
or that veterans’ organ- 
ization was being formed 
exclusively for Jews. 

To me it looked like 
building another ghetto, 
this time a ghetto within the former Army and 
Navy. 

Mr. Hirschberg’s letter started off by asking, 
if a Jewish veterans’ organization, why not a 
Catholic, Protestant or atheist veterans’ organ- 
ization. Yes, and I would add, ‘why not organ- 
izations of all the Holy Roller veterans, the 
Seventh Day Adventist veterans, the veterans 
of Scotch, Irish, Polish, Swedish and Jugo- 
slavic descent? 

And, if Jewish veterans’ organizations, why 
stop at that? The Jews are a sadly divided peo- 
ple. Why not also a Zionist veterans’ organiza- 
tion, a non-Zionist and anti-Zionist veterans’ as- 
sociation, a Mizrachi and Poale Zionist veter- 
ans’ body? 

And so on down to the ultimate absurdity: 
Orthodox, Reform and Conservative veterans’ 
organizations. 





MR. HIRSCHBURG’S LETTER asked: “By 
what reason (they have, of course, their con- 
stitutional right) do they seek membership 
from me and other Jewish veterans to join this 
exclusive organization? Why are non-Jews ex- 
cluded? Or do we as Jews have veterans’ prob- 
lems which apply only to our group and our 
religion? . . . What is the reason that from 
among ail the peoples of the United States we 
Jews choose to be an exclusive part of this war? 

“We Jews would be the first to blast forth 
if our religion were inserted into a political 
issue of some type. ... Let’s be Jews, good 
Jews, if you please, but as Jewish veterans let’s 
be Americans and join hands with our Fellow- 
Americans.” 

Mr. Hirschberg contemplates the justifiable 
protest that would have arisen among us if the 
U.S. Army and Navy had instituted exclusively 
Jewish battalions, if the Navy had created 
ghetto ships in which only Jews were to ob- 
serve; if gentlemen like Mr. Hirschberg had 
been set aside to be Jewish Seabees. 

“We would have been outraged,” he says. 
“Well, then the formation of an exclusive vet- 
erans group of Jews is also an outrage which, 
in the name of all clear-thinking veterans I 
protest. As Jewish veterans we owe an obliga- 
tion to help our communities, our country, our 
fellow veterans in any way possible, rather 
than force ourselves into a ghetto to solve our 
own problems and forget the world... . All 
veterans need help, not just Jewish veterans. 


I was grateful for Mr. Hirschberg’s letter 
since he was saying everything that had been 
on my mind, ever since I began reading of Jews 
ish veterans organizing. Having been no sols 
dier myself (too old! too old!) I felt reluctant 
to advise men who had been enabled to give a 
full measure of devotion. 

MR. HIRSCHBERG’S LETTER made it so 
much easier for me to speak up against this 
trend to establish a new ghetto in the American 
scene. Alas, some of us have come to cherish 
ghettoes as something sacred unto us, like Tor- 
ah, even though we feel deeply hurt when peo- 
ple like Hitler build ghettoes for us in which 
to herd us. 

By reason of long habit some of us have 
been brought to making a virtue of the sep- 
aration that ghettoes enforced on us. Ghetto 
separation, as some people seem to forget, was 
a penalty imposed on us by our enemies for 
being Jews. It was a compulsory system estab- 
lished in the 15th century in Italy and in Cen- 
tral Europe and in these latter years by Hitler 
in the countries he had conquered for awhile. 

Back in 1907 the Jewish Encyclopedia ex- 
ulted: “In the whole civilized world there is 
not now a single ghetto, in the original mean- 
ing of the word.” 

Nor do we want any ghettoes now whether 
in the physical or the spiritual or civic meaning. 
Yes, it’s all to the good to have our own groups 
for religious or cultural purposes, but certainly 
no special Jewish groups in affairs that are es- 
sentially of American life: in politics, or in 
civic enterprises, or in matters that have to do 
with veterans of the recent war. 

Leave all that sort of thing to the Hitlers 
of whom there are quite a few still around, 
though their patron saint is dead, let’s devout- 
ly hope. No, we won’t leave that to them either. 
With all the righteous anger we can muster 
we shall protest whenever one of them arises 
to order that Jews, in their function as citizens, 
belong here or belong there, or somewhere else 
apart from the community of American citi- 
zens. 

We shall answer them: Jews belong with all 
other American citizens wherever it is the duty 
of Americans to be. Jews are not separate 
citizens. Jews insist on doing their part with all 
other Americans in the work of Americans. 

That’s what our challenge would be if any 
Hitler undertook to set us apart. For goodness 
sake, then, let’s not do to ourselves what we 
would bitterly resent if any of our enemies at- 
tempted to do to us, 

We want no ghettoes established around us 
by enemies or built for us by ourselves. As 
Americans we have no problems separate from 
the commonality of Americans; certainly there 
is no special Jewish problem in the affairs of 
veterans. No more than there is Catholic prob- 
lem, a Protestant problem, or what have you 
in that kind of problem. 

Misguided people who would set aside Jew- 
ish veterans in separate groups, as if there 
were really something special in being a vet- 
eran of Jewish descent, are doing the Jewish 
community no good.

A NEW WAY 


N THE train to Albany, New 
York, the young rabbi. sat 
gazing at the flashing landscape 
and thinking of the task he had 
set himself. He was going to 
bring Reform to the religious 
habits of American Jews. For a 
moment, he was discouraged by 
the remembered words of the 
men with whom he had talked in 
New York City. 

“We wish you luck, Rabbi 
Wise,” the leaders had said, ‘‘But 
we cannot prophesy success for 
you. Jews do not give up time- 
hallowed customs easily.” 

* oo * 

BUT HIS depression passed 
quickly. For this was a new 
land, where there were no ghet- 
tos. Here the ghetto habits had 
ended, too, the bent back, the 
lowered eye, the inclination to 
fear and apology. Well then, it 
was time for the ghetto syna- 
gogues to make place for the new. 
Rabbi Wise pictured a beautiful 
Synagogue with men and women 
sitting freely and equally to- 
gether, an impressive service in 
English, music to make it color- 
ful. Oh America was ready for 
Reform, he felt, and he would 
start it in his new congregation 
in Albany. 

Music was the first step. The 
congregation voted fifty dollars 
for a temporary music teacher, 
and the young rabbi heard in his 
imagination, the beautiful songs 
swelling from the organ and the 
voices of choristers. Who could 
fail to be uplifted? 

The very next day, tryouts for 
the choir were held. But to the 
rabbi’s dismay, in all of Albany 
the only Jews who could sing 
were two bassos. It was impos- 
sible to have a choir with just 
two bass voices. What was to be 
done? 

An idea came to him. Children 


often have sweet voices. The old- 
er boys and girls received singing 
lessons three times each week, 
and before long, the Rabbi had 
his soprano and alto sections of 
the choir, made up of school chil- 
dren. 
> * = 

ON A FRIDAY night before 
Passover, the choir was ready to 
sing for the first time. Everyone 
flocked to the synagogue, and as 
Rabbi Wise gazed at the rapt 
faces of his members, he felt that 
Reform had made a good start 
in Albany. 

But the habits of the past were 
not easily forgotten. When he 
tried to change some of the old 
customs and habits, many felt 
that he was throwing away tradi- 
tions that their ancestors had 
died to preserve, and they rose 
up to fight. 

It was resolved that the con- 
gregation should be seated during 
the reading from the Torah. Some 
of the older men were horrified. 
“I might just as well be con- 
verted as to remain seated dur- 
ing the Torah reading!” exclaim- 
ed one member. 

Feeling against the change 
grew. The congregation was di- 
vided and the air was explosive. 

* * * 

ON ROSH Hashonnah, Rabbi 
Wise entered the synagogue. But 
he found his seat had been taken 
by one who opposed his reforms. 
A group had voted that he was 
no longer rabbi of the congrega- 
tion. 


An oppressive silence prevaded 
the synagogue, the stillness be- 
fore a storm. The choir sang 
Sulzer’s arrangement of En Ko- 
mocho. When the song was end- 
ed, the rabbi stepped before the 
ark to take out the scrolls of the 
law and to offer prayer. But as

OF COURSE the expressions on the faces 
were mixed. There were excited faces, and self- 
satisfied faces, and bored and interested faces, 
and petulant faces that showed discontent with 
the seat or the service, and calculating faces 
that were mentally comparing their hats with 
more or less expensive ones. 

And then the guest speaker, Eleanor Abrams 
began to speak. She is a writer, radio com- 


mentator, and speaker for the United Jewish 
Appeal, beside being a young wife and mother. 

She sketched the situation of the European 
Jew as it is today, and explained the political 
and ideological forces that stand in the way 
of their rehabilitation. Then she painted a 
living picture of the fight the survivors are 
waging against time which will bring death 
unless we in America step in and help “not 
only with tax money, not only with jewelry 
money, not only with fur coat, or even hat 
money, but with BREAD MONEY.” Her de- 
scription of what must be done for the sur- 
viving remnant in Europe and her appeal to 
everything noble, and womanly in those present 
were given with such heartfelt fervor and sin- 
cerity, that in that moment, every woman in 
the room felt that she was a part of a great 
force for good—that if she gave of her pos- 
sessions and of herself generously, no prob- 
lem was too big and too terrible to be solved— 
no situation impossible to ameliorate. 

IN THAT MOMENT, the faces were no longer 
self-satisfied, no longer bored or petulant, or 
calculating. The faces of the women were lit 
with a fire of faith and zeal, kindled by Eleanor 
Abrams, and they were truly beautiful.

(Continued from preceding page) 
he approached the curtain, Mr.

That was the sign for an up- 
roar. The people fought and 
screamed and in two minutes the 
whole assembly was one strug- 
gling mass of humanity. The 
Rabbi went home bowed with pain 
and grief.

BUT HIS followers formed a 
new congregation. On Yom Kippur 
it held its first service, and that 
was the real beginning of Reform 
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Judaism in America. The name 
and fame of Rabbi Wise spread 
and an invitation came from Cin- 
cinnati for him to become the 
rabbi for life of Temple Bene 
Jeshurun. 

He made Cincinnati the center 
of Reform. There his changes 
were accepted eagerly—music by 
a choir, a new ritual with a large 
part of the service read in Eng- 
lish, new ceremonies, lectures on 
Friday night on Jewish history 
and philosophy. 

But still he was not satisfied. 
He felt that the rabbis, too must 
be Americans trained in the new 
forms in America. 

“We must have a college,” he 
said. But for a long time his 
idea met with no encouragement. 
He preached about it from the 
pulpit. He wrote about it in ‘his 
magazine, the American Israelite. 
He talked college, college, college. 

Then he realized that one con- 
gregation alone could not sponsor 
such an undertaking. There must 
be a union of congregations first. 
Then all together they could un- 
dertake the building of a college. 


* *- * 


IT TOOK ten years before Rab- 
bi Wise succeeded in making this 
plan come true. On July 8, 1873, 
delegates from thirty-four con- 
gregations gathered in Cincinnati 
and organized the Union of Amer- 
ican Hebrew Congregations. 

And just three months later, 
the Hebrew Union College, a 
school for training rabbis of Re- 
form in America, was founded. 

Rabbi Wise was an old man 
now. One day he entered the He- 
brew Union College to teach his 
students. He looked at the faces 
of those who would take over his 
task when his work was ended 
and he thought of the words of 
the men in New York. *‘We wish 
you luck, but we cannot prophesy 
success.” 

He had succeeded. It had taken 
him all his life, but his dream of 
Reform in America for those who 
wanted it, had come true.—From

When the 
inhabitants were directed to as- 
sume permanent family names, 
they took the name of “Drach” 
or “Druck,” with the addition of 
the word “man” which has the 
same meaning as in English.

OME foods that are favorite dishes with the Jewish people have 
really had their origin elsewhere. Borsht, for instance, is Rus- 
sian, but wholeheartedly adopted by us. Blintzes are Russian Blini. 
But just ask the man on the street—I mean in the restaurant or cafe 
—and he’ll say Borsht and Blintzes are Jewish. So with many other 
dishes customary in the Jewish home. 

But no other people can possibly claim Passover Foods as theirs. 
Knaidlach or Matzo Klais, Chremzlach, Matzo Meal Latkes and the 
whole delicious menu of Pessah Week are definitely Jewish. And 
not only Jewish, but especially devised and enjoyed in celebration 
of a most historic event, a people’s freedom from slavery. 

Here are a few delicacies you can prepare in advance for the 
memorable week of Passover. They are recipes handed down from 
one generation to another and enjoyed by each in turn. 

Beet Preserves 
% lb. blanched, chopped almonds 
2 tablespoons ground ginger 


3 lbs. beets 
1 lb. honey 
1 lb. sugar 


Cook beets in cold water until tender. When cool slip the skins 
and cut into strips or tiny dice. Bring honey, sugar and ginger to 
Cook over reduced heat until the 
syrup is thick, approximately 30 minutes. Shake the pot from time 
to time, as stirring may break the beet strips. Add the almonds by 
Stirring in lightly with a fork and cook about 10 minutes longer. 
Turn into jelly glasses while hot, or store in a stoneware crock. 

Black Radish Preserves, Russian Style

Henry Morgenthau, Jr., used 
to have a job a lot of people 
think they would like to have 
—holding the nation’s purse 
strings as secretary of the 
treasury. When he was 18, he 
really wanted to be a farmer, 
but Senior Morgenthau, a law- 
yer and wealthy real estate 
broker in the Bronx, N. Y., 
said no. However, in spite of 
other inroads in his life, Henry, 
Jr., is a farmer, too—he has 


2,400 rolling, apple-rich acres 
on the Hudson in New York, 
neighboring on the late Frank- 





lin D. Roosevelt’s estate. Mor- 
genthau first met Roosevelt as 
a neighbor and became devoted 
to him, always calling him 
“The Boss.” This was after he 
had studied architecture and 
farming at Cornell and worked 
briefly as a timekeeper, ma- 
chinist and assistant in his fa- 
ther’s office. During the first 
World war Roosevelt gave 
young Morgenthau a position 
in the Navy department. In 
1922 Morgenthau bought the 


“American Agriculturist,” a 


farm journal which he put out 


for 10 years. Roosevelt called 
on his friends again in 1928, 
making his business manager 
of his campaign for governor 
of New York; later appointed 
him state commissioner of con- 
servation. When F. D. R. came 
to the presidency, Morgenthau 
became chairman of.the Farm 
Board and consolidated the 
government’s nine agricultural 
agencies into the Farm Credit 
Administration. Made acting 
secretary of the: treasury in 
1933, Morgenthau’s appoint- 
ment as secretary was con- 
firmed in January, 1934, and he 
served in that post until his 
resignation shortly after Roose- 
velt’s death. Morgenthau made 
headlines after V-E day when 
he fathered a plan to reduce 
Germany to an agricultural 
State. At present he is com- 
pleting plans for a syndicated 
newspaper column and radio 
broadcast. Born May 11, 1891, 
Morgenthau is tall and stooped; 
suffers from painful shyness. 
He likes riding and tennis, tak- 
ing care of his farm, and pic- 
nics with his wife and three 
children.

E RODE home from the St. Nicholas Arena the other night, 

with Harry Markson, Mike Jacobs’ publicist, and Barney 

Nagler, Bronx Home News boxing writer. Harry-remarked that a 

leading sport editor had called him concerning the dearth of Jewish 

fighters. At one time, the editor explained, fighters were either 

Jtalian or Jewish, today we find most boxers are either colored or 
Italian. 

Perhaps the rapid decline of the Jewish fighter denotes 
a change in the times. Only a generation ago Jewish boys were 
forced into the ring. As Markson pointed out, a Jewish kid 
virtually had to fight his way across the street. It was only 
natural that the experience and toughness gained in street 
fighting should stand in good stead in the ring. The days of 
street fighting are a thing of the past, we hope. Today young: 
sters devote more time to team sports. Jews are acceptable, 
at long last, so that you see Jewish athletes liberally sprinkled 
through the various rosters of colleges. It isn’t unusual to see 
a Jewish boy participating on the University of Arizona bas- 
ketball team or Idaho University football team. 

Parents encourage their offspring to join youth clubs. As a 
result Jewish boys are emerging as tennis stars and golf players 
of note. Boxing as a profession is becoming taboo for the Jewish 
lad. Parents look upon it as a risky profession, preferring that 
their children do not participate. If a boy is slated for a college 
career there is small likelihood that he will don the gloves. Chances 
are he will go in for other contact sports like football and baseball. 

We had the occasion recently to sit with Boykoff, Goldsmith, 
and Tanenbaum, All-American basketball players, at a banquet 
tendered by True Magazine to its All-American hoop squad. 
Despite the fact that the gathering was very sports minded, 
Harry Boykoff managed to talk about other matters. He dis- 
played an amazing knowledge of current events and indicated 
that he was interested in getting on with his life career. Sports 
were good in their place, he indicated, but there were more 
important matters to consider. The Jewish athlete generally 
thinks along these lines so that a fight career seems out of 
place to most of them. 

A glance at the list of outstanding Jewish boxers reveals that 
most of them are New York bred. Metropolitan kids still have 
fight gyms near their homes so that if they are inclined to play 
hookey from school or loaf they find these spots ideal hideways. 
Eventually they don the gloves to work out with pugs and if they 
show any promise, whatsoever, an enterprising manager will en- 
courage them to take a fling at the game. These conditions do 
not generally exist in the hinterlands.

I personally believe that Rabbi 
Finkelstein’s press agents must 
have been responsible for the 
atrocious mistakes he has made 
in public relations in the past 
year, and the more I see of this 
breed of syncophants, the more 
I am convinced that they are al- 
most as harmful as is our pres- 
ent American Jewish leadership. 

Before I leave the subject of 
Rabbi Finkelstein, let me _ say 
that as much as I admire Rabbi 
Maurice Ejisendrath, his attack 
on Finkelstein didn’t sit well 
with me. When the first story on 
Finkelstein came in, I wrote an 
editorial lambasting him, as did 
most of the other papers which 
write their own editorials, and 
then tore it up because our paper 
hasn’t been much of a consola- 
tion to Rabbi Finkelstein. It was 
perfectly proper for the other 
papers to attack Rabbi Fnkel- 
stein, because unquestionably he 
did lead with his chin. Nor am I 
convinced by his excuses printed 
in two places in this week’s is- 
sue. But to wait until everybody 
else has made a punching bag of 
Rabbi Finkelstein and then jump 
on him after he is down, isn’t 
too sportsmanlike. 

To get back to these press 
agents, one of their most atro- 
cious pieces comes this week 
from the press department of 
The Hebrew Union Coliege. Now 
I know Dr. Morgenstern, and he 
is absolutely the sweetest man in 
Jewish life today. He wouldn’t 
harm a fly, and yet the press re- 
lease announcing his acceptance 
of a citation from the Jewish 
Theological College spends three 
paragraphs trying to lord it 
over the JTS and indicates that 
Dr. Morgenstern grudgingiy ac- 
cepted the citation. A reading of 
the exchange of letters between 
Dr. Morgenstern and Rabbi Fink- 
elstein, shows that the release 
is entirely erroneous in tenor, 
and that Dr. Morgenstern is his 
old gracious self and was very 
grateful to Dr. Finkelstein for 
the honor. 

Although press agents have a 
real job in, trying to get space 
for their organization and _ its 
president, yet they have a respon- 
sibility too. It seems to me that 
more than a few heads ought to 
roll, and that there ought to be a 
housecleaning in quite a few 
press departments of our national 
organizations

You may have wondered, as 
have quite a few others, why we 
print such long letters from read- 
ers. Newspapermen too, in 
offering constructive criticism, 
would suggest we shorten the 
letters. I rarely had a satisfac- 
tory answer and the one I used 





to give was that we were trying 
to build up a national forum for 
expression from readers, and 
that therefore we would not be- 
gin to shorten letters until we 
had at least a full page of hem. 

Well, now that we have two 
full pages. and sometimes enough 
letters so that they run over 
onto a third page, we still are 
averse to shortening them. By now 
however, I have a reason for this 
perversity on our part. The rea- 
son is this: In actuality a good 
many of the letters are not let- 
ters at all.” They are articles or 
essays, and to try to condense 
them would be to injure their 
meaning beyond repair. If you 
read the “Freedom of the Press” 
section, you'll notice that it is 
just as likely to carry a letter 
from the very top leadership, 
both lay and religious, in the Jew- 
ish community, and that this sec- 
tion has attained its objective. It 
is a national forum where various 
disagreements can be ironed out, 
where ideas can be put forward, 
where trial balloons can be sent 
up into the air of the Jewish com- 
munity. Were we a magazine a 
good many of the letters would 
be used as articles, and they 
would be paid for at space rates. 

So you see why I hesitate io 
use the blue pencil on these let- 
ters. 

There’s another practice we 
follow also. And that is not to 
answer the letter writers our- 
selves whenever we can avoid it, 
in order to allow the readers to 
have as complete control over the 
letter section as_ possible. It 
would be an easy job to answer 
each and every letter, and to use 
them as a springboard for getting 
off more of our ideas, but this we 
believe wohld be a serious mis- 
take. 

Anyway, whether you agree or 
not, we intend to devote as much 
space to letters as we possibly 
can. 

* * 

The horrible mistake in last 
week’s paper in putting the head- 
ing “Strictly Confidential” over 
Carl Alpert’s column “I Think As 
I Please,” made me feel miser- 
able, for not only was this one 
of Carl’s best columns, but in 
addition I had commented on it 
editorially. 

This mistake gives me_ the 
chance however of giving Carl 
a well-deserved word of praise. 
His columns for this paper have 
just about reached the century 
mark in number, and not once 
has his column been late or has 
its contents revealed a lack of 
thoroughness and profundity or 
betrayed hasty writing. 

Carl’s column is one of this 
paper’s best features, and of 
course it has long been the aim 

‘of The Post to engage Carl as 
its general factotum, editor, man- 
aging editor, etc., when he is 
finally released from the army in 
the next month or so. Carl, how- 
ever, who used to be managing 
editor of The New Palestine be- 
fore entering the army, and who 
in my estimation is better as a 
newspaperman than he would be 
in any other branch of the pub- 
lishing field, seems to incline 
towards the East and bigger 
goals. 

Whatever he does, Carl will 
make a success of it, and no one 
will be more proud of him, ex- 
cept perhaps his wife Natalie, no 
mean writer on her own, than 
the staff and readers of The Post.

We May Some Day Be Thankful For The J. W. V. 


HERE seems to be a ganging up at the 
moment on the Jewish War Veterans of 
America. 
The Post believes that the Jewish War Veter- 
ans of America, just like the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith, will be perfectly will- 
ing to shut up shop or turn into a purely social 
organization, when the problems of the Jewish 
group no longer need special consideration. 
But as it is, The JWV is the one single, 


strongest weapon at the hands of the Jews of 
the United States for defending itself in case 
of outright attack in the next few years. 

It is quite likely that if there were no Jewish 
War Veterans movement today, we would 
actually go about building one. In the near 
future, many who oppose the JWV on acad- 
emic grounds, may be very thankful that such 
an organization is in existence and ready to 
act in defense of the Jewish name and security. 


Lavish Banquets—Aren’t They A Mockery? 


INCE all Jewish groups seem to be agreed 

that there must be rationing of one kind 

or another, either self-imposed or government- 

imposed if there is to be enough food to take 

care of the starving in other parts of the world, 

how about general agreement to eliminate lav- 
ish banquets. 

Of course The Post recognizes that the effect 
this would have on those who grace the speak- 
ers tables, especially, the principal speakers, is 
almost too dreadful to contemplate. 

Yet we cannot go on stuffing ourselves with 
dinners at $5.00 and more a plate, and keep 


our own sense of self-respect. 

At one time the ever-ingenious Hadassah 
chapters devised a banquet at which 9 cents 
was spent on the food served, and 90 cents de- 
voted to providing lunches for the school chil- 
dren of Palestine. It seems to this paper that 
this type of thing would be quite effective in 
making the Jews of the United States realize 
exactly what their European brethren are go- 
ing through. 

In any event, lavish banquets are quite out 
of place in 1946 anywhere, and especially among 
Jewish groups. 


What Did Silver 


HE NEWS reports that Churchill told 

Rabbi Silver that he is still a Zionist, 

are not so important as is what Rabbi Silver 
told Churchill. 

For the fiery president of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America to listen meekly to 
Churchill, when he was wont to tear him apart 
in speeches, is a picture that supporters of 
Rabbi Silver would not like to believe.

my Hebrew .. . it means wise man.” 

If anyone doubts that Hebrew at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland campus is here to stay, he 
ought to try visiting our Hebrew class. Despite 
the obstacles which were placed in the way of 
the success of the course ... not listed in sche- 
dule book, no room to meet in, etc. ... there are 
seven eager souls who daily knock off a few 
inches from their lunch-time waits by crawling 
up to Engineering Building for a fifth hour 
class . .. in Hebrew. 

Between the two fellows who learned He- 
brew in “cheder” and don’t speak the Pales- 
tinian accent, and those of us who can’t say 
“ch.” and those of us who look at the script and 
say “It’s all Hebrew to me,” we have an inter- 
esting time, going through the preliminaries of 
“The teacher stands near the blackboard.” “The 
teacher says ‘hello’ and leaves” ...no,no... 
the teacher says “g’bye” ... how are we to 


know? ... in Hebrew, “goodbye” and “hello” 
are the same words. 

There have been five periods in the develop- 
ment of Hebrew: the Biblical period, the Tal- 
mudic period, the Spanish period, the Haskalah 
period, and the Hebrew revival period of today. 
During all this time Hebrew continued to de- 
velop ... so that now, in the language of the 
Bible, there are many Jews who find no diffi- 
culty at all in saying “Toss me the matches, 
and let me have a cigarette while you're at 
it, bub” ...in Hebrew! For Hebrew is today, 
as it always has been, the language of a people. 
Today, it is the language of a revived modern 
literature as well. 

“The effect of this common language in uni- 
fying the Jew is, of course, great ... but the 
effect of the renaissance of the Hebrew tongue 
is far greater than that of unifying the Jews. 
It is a potent factor in reviving the essentially 
Jewish spirit.” So spoke Supreme Court Justice 
Louis D. Brandeis. 

Hebrew on our campus is here to stay. Why 
shouldn’t it be? Why, next term, the Rabbi 
promises to teach the fellows to say, “How 
‘bout a date, babe?” Isn’t that revitalization?

FOR OPPOSITION TO ZIONISM 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

Several of The Post’s readers, 
I am sure, are enamored of the 
“Friends of Democracy.” That is 
Dr. Birkhead’s group. Years ago, 
he came like a Lochinvar out of 
Kansas City, and fought Nazism 
valiantly. His group has since 
done some good work, and col- 
lected much money—an_ enor- 
mous amount from Jews. The 
question now is: Are the 
“Friends” revealing themselves 
as just another front for Less- 
ing Rosenwald? And, if they are 
sincerely anti-Zionist, then why 
try to “work” us Zionists on the 
side Truth will out, you know. 

I refer to Dr. Birkhead’s state- 
ment, in the March release of the 
Council for Judaism, in which he 
Says, “I am sure that if the Zion- 
ists succeed in getting a Jewish 
state in Palestine, American 
Jews will regret it. Any Jew who 
objects to anything in this coun- 
try will then be reminded that he 
should go to Palestine, which is 
his country.” 

Very plain, is it not? But now 
comes a personal letter from 
Miss Vivian Sabin, chairman of 
their speakers’ bureau, in which 
She says, “We believe that Pal- 
estine ought to be a refuge and 
homeland for the persecuted 
Jews of Europe. Neither Dr. 
Birkhead nor Friends of Democ- 
racy are against Zionism.” 

It would appear that somebody 
is trying to back-track, or con- 
fuse the issue. You can’t be ven- 
omous about Zionism and favor 
a “homeland” at the same time. 
The thing to remember is that 
the “Friends of Democracy” is 
another one of those “liberal” 


outfits which is working for kill- 
ing the Jew with kindness—that 
is, encouraging his assimilation. 
And toward that end, men like 
Dr. Birkhead are hostile to the 
very idea of a Jewish people, 
which Jewish soil and Jewish in- 
dependence would postulate. 

American liberals must choose. 
Either their democracy must ex- 
tend to the Zionist ideal; or their 
protestations of friendliness have 
not met the test. 

Or, are the “Friends” under 
pressure Some prominent, and 
very rich, Jews are on the Na- 
tional Committee. These names, 
adorning the letterhead, raise 
real questions in the mind of a 
Zionist.

MIAMI GOAL $783,100, 22 TIMES ‘45 
QUOTA, OVERSUBSCRIBED; $810,000 IN 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

I can now submit to you in- 
formation regarding our drive. 
Our Campaign goal in 1945 was 
$305,000. We actually raised 
$365,000, of which $170,000 was 
allocated to the United Jewish 
Appeal. 

In 1946 we finally set the goal 
of $783,100 gof which $500,000 was 
allocated to the United Jewish 
Appeal, which represents approx- 
imately three times the alloca- 
tion made to UJA in 1945. 

In addition, we plan to allocate 
to the United Jewish Appeal the 
bulk of all monies raised over 
our goal. 

Our Campaign this year, in 
spite of many handicaps, went 
over the top. We already have 
raised $810,000 in the Campaign 
and there are still some cards 
outstanding that are being 
worked. This successful effort 
can only be gauged in terms of 
other drives which have taken 
place in this community during 
the past four months. The war 
Chest of Dade County did not 
reach its goal and finally wound 
up with $710,000 ($100,000 short). 
The Mercy Hospital Campaign 
for a Catholic Hospital, where 
the appeal was made to the com- 
munity at large, was able to 
raise only $750,000 out of a $2,- 
000,000 campaign. Three building 
fund campaigns among Jewish 
organizations in the community, 
including a Synagogue, a Hillel 
Foundation and a Y. M. H. A., 
were also unsuccessful. 

The success of the Miami Cam- 
paign was due primarily to two 
factors: one, careful planning; 
two, good leadership. The stand- 
ard of giving was kept high 
among the larger giving groups 


and coverage was placed is 
secondary position. There was a 
concentration of effort in the 
larger giving prospects and every 
gift reviewed in light of the high 
goal and the overseas needs. 

In addition, a proper setting 
was established in the commun- 
ity for the campaign by first 
creating considerable interest 
with a conference of the United 
Jewish Appeal at which there 
was no _ fund-raising. Publicity 
was used in the non-Jewish pa- 
pers extensively, including full- 
page ads which received favor- 
able comment and reaction. In. 
short, the community was con- 
ditioned to the apveal of the 
United Jewish Appeal. 

Our Federation raises funds 
for local, national and overseas 
agencies, 70 in all. However, this 
year we laid little stress on the 
total job of Federation, preferr- 
ing to use the key-note of our 
campaign, the United Jewish Ap- 
peal, which actually was receive 
ing approximately 70 to 80 per 
cent of all funds distributed.

DICT SIGNED by Ferdinand 
and Isabella Expelling Jews 
From Spain. The edict came sev- 
eral months after the fall of Gra- 
nada into the hands of Ferdinand. 
The decree ordered all Jews of 
whatever age to leave the king- 
dom by the last day of July, but 
permitted them to re- 
move their property 
provided it was not 
in gold, silver or mon- 
ey. The reason alleged for the 
decree was the relapse of so many 
“conversos,” owing to the prox-

imity of unconverted Jews who , 


seduced them from Christianity 
and kept alive in them the knowl- 
edge and practices of Judaism. It 
is claimed that Don Isaac Abrav- 
anel, who had previously ran- 
somed 480 Jewish Moriscos of 
Malaga from the Catholic mon- 
archs by a payment of 20,000 
doubloons, now offered them 
600,000 crowns for the revocation 
of the edict. The king hesitated, 
but was prevented from accept- 
ing the offer by Torquemada, the 
grand inquisitor, who dashed into 
the royal presence and dramatic- 
ally throwing a crucifix down be- 
fore the king and queen, asked 
whether, like Judas, they would 
betray their Lord. 


Blood Accusation at Tisza-Ez- 
lar, Hungary. Esther Solymosi, a 


servant girl, was sent on an er- 
rand a few days before Passover 
and failed to return. The search 
for her being frutiless, a rumor 
was circulated that she had be- 
come the victim of the Jews. Anti- 


Semitic agitation ran 
April 1, high all over the coun- 
1882 try. The five-year-old 


son of the %cal syna- 
gogue sexton was questioned and 
was easily prevailed upon, by 
means of little tokens, to make 
certain statements which impli- 
eated his father and others, who 
were immediately arrested. The 
discovery, in the river, of a girl’s 
body of the same age as the serv- 
ant girl, dressed in the same man- 
ner, and dead for about the same 
time, did not influence the prose- 
cution, which argued that this was 
merely the result of the Jews’ ef- 
forts to hide their crime. New 
arrests took place and the trial 
which followed became even more 
notorious. Fifteen persons were 
brought to trial. The case dragged 
for a long time, the inconsisten- 
cies of the prosécution becoming 
more and more obvious. Finally, 
in the following summer, the ac- 
cused were unanimously acquit- 
ted. 


Expulsion from Genoa. Joseph 
HaCohen, author of the heart- 


rending chronicie of Jewish per- 
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secutions, “Emek Habacha,” was 
physician to the Doge, and his 
nephew, also a _ physi- 
cian, sought to establish 
himself in the city. This 
brought on the anger of 
the non-Jewish physicians. Furth- 
ermore, the settlement in the city 
of a capable Jewish craftsman 
aroused the jealousy of the 
Guilds. Both these situations were 
brought to a head when it was 
made public that a party was 
held in the home of the Jew at 
which both Christians and Jews 
danced together. Boniface of Ca- 
sale, a Dominican monk, added 
to the difficulties when he preach- 
ed Eastertide sermons against the 
Jews. A group appeared at the 
Ducal palace demanding meas- 
ures against the Jews. Serving 
on the council were two physi- 
cians, so that the more moderate 
views of the Duke himself were 
overriden. Thus, on April 2, 1550, 
the expulsion of the Jews from 
Genoa was proclaimed to the 

sound of a trumpet.

On April 3, 1544, Charles 
issued an edict in which he con- 
demned the absurd accusation, 
basing his contentions on the 
Papal Bulls to the same effect.

Birth of Samuel Elias, English- 
Jewish Pugilist. Despite opinions 
to the contrary, Jews have been 
active in athletics and sports from 
ancient times. Of course, their 
participation in athletics in mod- 
ern times is well known. 
Samuel Elias, the An- 
glo-Jewish pugilist, was 
popularly known = as 
“Dutch Sam.” After successful 
contests with Tom Jones (July 
3, 1901), Caleb Baldwin (Aug. 7, 
1804), and Britton of Bristol 
(April 27,1805), Elias was easily 
beaten by James Brown (June, 
1805). He, however, scored other 
victories later, defeating William 
Cropley (May 10, 1808) and Ben- 
jamin Medley (May 31, 1810). Aft- 
er a rest of four years, he re- 
entered the ring on Dec. 8, 1814, 
when he was defeated by William 
Nosworthy of Moulsey in 38 
rounds. Elias was regarded by 
his contemporaries as the hardest 
hitter the prize ring had known. 
He originated what in prize-fight- 
ing is known as the “upper cut,” 
which he introduced in his fight 
against Caleb Baldwin. 


900 Jewish Children

FRANKFURT—More than 900 
Jewish children from the British 
zone in Germany will be assem- 
bled at Bergen-Belsen within a 
few weeks for emigration to Pal- 
estine, according to a report re- 
ceived here from Hamburg. 

One hundred and twenty chil- 
dren, who arrived in Hamburg 
from the Theresienstadt concen-

Wise is taken to task by the 
Journal’s M. Rivlin.
